PETITION TO THE COMMISSIONER 37 CFR 1.181 TO RESET A REPLY PERIOD 

Applicant hereby petitions the commissioner under 37 CFR §1.181 in the above- 
captioned patent application, to have the period for response to the Examiner's Answer, mailed 
January 31, 2003, reset according to the rules. 

The facts are as follows : 

Applicant faxed a change of address to the above-captioned art unit on October 21, 2002. 
Notwithstanding, the Examiner's Answer was mailed on January 31, 2003, to Applicant's old 
address and was not received by Applicant. The Post Office returned the mailing to the Patent 
Office and a clerk, Sandra Garnett, at the Patent Office called this office and inquired as to our 
correct address. This was supplied along with a Certificate of Facsimile and the transmittal 
confirmation report. Subsequently, the Examiner's Answer was remailed on March 21, 2003
